On  a  fall  day  seven  years  ago  Mrs.  Sofie  Eisenberg  joined  the 
Lick  faculty,  and  every  German  and  French  student  who  has  since  then 
come  under  her  influence  has  been  quick  to  recognize  her  exceptional 
qualities.  She  teaches  her  subjects  not  as  one  who  has  acquired  them 
painstakingly  in  a  school,  but  as  the  facile  native  with  firsthand  mas- 
tery of  every  nuance  and  idiom. 

Born  in  Leipzig,  Germany  Mrs.  Eisenberg  lived  and  studied  in  Par- 
is, France  for  five  years,  and  later  spent  a  year  in  Israel  where  she 
compiled  a  book  about  the  native  songs  of  that  land.  She  speaks  fluent 
Hebrew,  Italian,  Latin  and  Spanish,  as  well  as  the  two  languages  she 
teaches,  and  these  skills  in  themselves,  combined  with  her  interesting 
background,  make  her  a  highly  qualified  individual. 

But  a  teacher  is  judged  by  more  than  how  much  she  knows  or 
where  she  has  been.  She  is  also  valued  by  how  well  she  is  able  to 
impart  this  knowledge  and  these  experiences  to  her  pupils.  And  in  this 
too  Mrs.  Eisenberg  has  been  an  unqualified  success.  As  every  student 
who  has  passed  through  the  doorway  of  Room  5  can  testify,  her  stan- 
dards are  high.  She  has  no  patience  with  lukewarm  responses  or  sec- 
ond best  efforts.  But  for  those  who  really  want  to  learn -who  recog- 
nize the  importance  of  mastering  a  second  or  third  language  to  break 
down  communication  barriers  in  an  ever  shrinking  world  — the  reward  is 
a  steady  progress  and  gratifying  proficiency  which  will  leave  a  perma- 
nent imprint  on  their  lives. 

And  so  the  class  of  1968  is  proud  to  dedicate  this  yearbook  to 
Mrs.  Sofie  Eisenberg. 
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DIRECTOR'S  MESSAGE

VARSITY  CAGERS— UNDEFEATED  CHAMPS 


1968  was  another  great  year  for  Lick  basketball.  In  their  sec- 
ond year  under  the  direction  of  ex-USF  star  Jim  Brovelli,  the  Tigers 
swept  to  their  sixth  consecutive  league  championship  and  second 
undefeated  season  in  three  years. 

The  68  varsity  cagers,  a  well  balanced  squad  with  good  depth 
at  all  positions,  were  led  by  the  greatest  1-2  punch  in  Lick  history, 
Josh  Reichert  and  Mark  Citret,  who  averaged  25  and  19  points  per 
game  and  shot  at  85  and  79  per  cent  at  the  foul  line  respectively. 
Josh,  a  small  quick  guard,  was  easily  recognized  as  the  best  shooter 
in  the  league.  Cit,  a  great  leaper  as  a  6'  3"  forward,  led  the  Tigers 
in  rebounding,  and  became  well-known  for  his  great  tip-ins  and  shot- 
blocking.  He  was  also  respected  for  his  uncanny  accuracy  from  the 
15-20  ft.  range  which  brought  him  the  team  leadership  in  field  goal 
percentage  at  57  per  cent.  As  expected  both  Reichert  and  Citret  were 
selected  to  the  first  team  all-league. 

Mike  Popovac,  co-captain  along  with  Reichert  and  Citret,  and  a 
starter  at  forward,  was  primarily  a  playmaker  who  led  the  team  in 
assists.  Pop  was  reknowned  for  his  great  hustle  and  tough  board  play 
which  enabled  him  to  make  third  team  all-league.  Center  Phil  Rapo- 
port, injured  early  in  the  season  came  on  strong  in  the  league,  and 
earned  a  place  on  the  second  all  league  team.  His  aggressiveness 
and  determination  made  Rap  a  close  second  to  Citret  in  rebounding. 
Tony  Symmes,  the  only  starting  junior,  rounded  out  the  starting  five 
at  guard.  Tony  helped  most  with  his  great  defense,  consistently  doing 
an  outstanding  job  containing  the  opponents'  top  scorers  throughout 
the  season.  Unemotional  Steve  Wahler,  only  a  sophomore,  was  indis- 
pensible  as  sixth  man  filling  in  admirably  at  both  guard  and  forward. 
Strong  man  Al  Marks  gave  us  additional  strength  on  the  boards  and 
made  opponents  literally  feel  his  presence  in  the  game.  Rounding  out 
the  great  squad  were  guards,  Steve  Blumlein  and  Roger  Grunwald, 
forwards,  Marc  Waidelich  and  John  Hornor,  and  center  Andy  Alexan- 
der. Although  these  five  saw  little  action  they  were  an  integral  part 
of  the  team  performing  well  when  given  the  opportunity. 


The  season  was  highlighted  by  a  54-50  overtime  win  at  Menlo, 
the  league  runner-up,  that  decided  the  league  championship.  Although 
Lick  led  through  most  of  the  contest,  the  Tigers  found  themselves 
two  points  down  with  less  than  a  minute  left.  But  with  five  seconds 
left,  Josh  Reichert  hit  a  20  foot  jumper  to  knot  it  at  44.  In  the  over- 
time neither  team  missed  a  shot.  After  the  Tigers  scored  to  lead  52- 
50  Steve  Wahler  made  a  clutch  interception  of  a  Menlo  pass  and  the 
Bengals  had  the  ball  and  the  lead  with  only  40  seconds  to  go.  Des- 
perately trying  to  get  the  ball  back  the  Acorns  were  forced  to  foul. 
With  ten  seconds  left  Reichert  hit  two  free  throws,  his  7th  and  8th  of 
the  overtime  and  34th  and  35th  points  of  the  game,  and  another  BCL 
crown  belonged  to  the  Tigers,  who  went  on  to  win  14  straight  games. 

Overall  this  year's  varsity  was  a  small,  quick,  well-knit  squad 
which  showed  a  lot  of  class,  impressing  people  everywhere.  This  is 
reflected  by  the  fact  that  Lick  was  invited  to  three  post  season  tour- 
naments.

This  year's  B  team,  coached  by  Don  Taylor,  was  one  of  the  most  successful  in  Lick's  history, 
with  16  wins  in  22  contests  for  a  torrid  727  percentage. 

Experience  was  the  key  to  the  early  season.  After  three  November  losses  in  comparatively 
disorganized  efforts,  the  Tigers  used  their  experience  to  defeat  much  taller  teams  from  Oceana, 
Half  Moon  Bay,  and  El  Camino.  In  the  El  Camino  win,  Bill  Claster  set  a  school  record  by  hitting  17 
free  throws  on  his  way  to  a  29-point  game,  high  for  the  season. 

After  a  loss  to  Redwood,  the  lightweight  squad  picked  up  eight  straight  wins,  including  a 
squeaker  over  a  Lassen  team  with  a  6-4  center  and  a  6-6  forward,  a  one-pointer  over  St.  Vincent,  a 
six-point  victory  over  Emery,  and  a  rout  of  Menlo.  Then  came  a  loss  to  league  champion  Emery,  in 
literally  the  last  second  of  overtime  and  an  eight-point  setback  at  the  hands  of  St.  Vincent.  After  a 
one-point  win  over  CSD,  Lick  found  the  range  and  made  the  final  four  games  into  massacres,  52- 
40  over  Concordia,  46-28  against  Menlo,  and  two  over  SRMA,  52-20  and  75-34. 

All-league  guard,  Bill  Claster,  set  a  school  record  by  scoring  320  points.  Center,  Dave  Mas- 
sie, the  squad's  top  rebounder  also  made  the  first  all-league  team.  John  Wallace,  whose  rebounding 
and  aggressive  play  aided  the  Tiger  cause  immensely,  was  given  a  spot  on  the  backup  all-league 
squad  along  with  veteran  guard,  Jon  Presson.  Forward,  Bjarne  Sletteland  rounded  out  the  starting 
five.  Lick  won  ten  and  lost  two  in  league  play,  good  enough  for  undisputed  second  place  behind 
Emery.
